Avpurn, Ala., August 8.—[Special.]—The 
members of the State Farmers’ alliance were 
red hot today. The course of the Montgomery 
Advertiser furnished the fuel. 
| For three days past the Advertiser has had 
- @ditorials and local articles calculated to dis- 
' eourage the farmers in their war upon the jute 
trust. On the first day of the alliance meeting 
the Advertiser made prominent the request of 
the Liverpool cottonexchange to the exchange 
of New York, that the latter should discourage 
the use of cotton bagging. In the special in- 
terview accorded your correspondent by Pres- 
dent McCune, he showed that the Liverpool 
circular meant nothing, but was only 
a sop to please their English 
client. Then articles appeared in the shape 
of interviews with Montgomery merchants, 
the import of which was that there would not 
bo cotton bagging enough, and that jutecould 
be procured at the old staud. 

_ THE ALLIANCE TAKES IT UP. 

The members of the S‘ate alliance were at 
first amazed, and then indignant. They com- 
mented upon the fact that Tor CONSTITUTION, 
published in another state, should have 
treated them with such courtesy and words of 
encouragement, while the Advertsser, which 
they had patronized for years, should treat 
them so gingerly. The matter was brought to 
2 focus today in the report made by 
Messrs. W. B. Smith, D. 8S, Brown, John W. 
Pitts, P. F. Parker and W. J. Mason, the 
committee on the good of the order. After 
reporting resolutions that the State alliance 
should have its headquarters with the ex- 
change in Montgomery, and for additional 
lectures, the committee recommended the 
passage of the following preamble and resolu- 
tions! 

Whereas, On éhe 6th and 7th of August, editorials 
appeared in the Montgomery Advertiser in refer- 
enre to the use of cotton bagging and, 

Whereas, We firmly believe, from the spirit of 
said editorials, that they were produced with the 
Geliberat. intention, on the part of the editor of the 
Aarvertiser, to piace the matter in a false light, aud 
give whatever influence the Advertiser, as a great 
public educator, might have to aid and abet the 
jute men in their heartless and determined efforts 
torob the toiling men of their hard earnings. 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the accompanying communi- 
ceticn be forwarded to the Advertiser, with 
the request to publish the same, and if charges 
are made for such service, to- present the bill to the 
executive committee of this body for payment. 

Resulved, therefore, That this body express, in 
unmistakable terms its utter contempt for any news- 
paper that could be induced to take stock against 
its own citizens in the fight in favor ofa powerful 
mono; oly bent on thieving. 

Resolved, 3d, That a copy ot these resolutions be 
forwarded to the Advertiser, Dispatch, Birmingham 
Age, Alabama Farmer, and THE ATLANTA CONSTI- 
TUTION, with a request to publish. 

THE LETTER ADOPTED. 

The letter referred to was then read, when 
the whole was adopted. The text of the letter 
follows: 

Avusurn Ala., August 8, 1889.—To the Editors of 
the Advertiser: The alliance of Alabama has noted 
the arti-les which have appeared in the different 
issucs of your paper during the present week with 
regret. Asan organization the alliance has entered 
the contest with the jute bagging monopoly with 
the determination to win. 

It kas entered upon this war after careful pre- 
meditation, and proposes to 

FIGHT IT OUT ON THE ISSUE OFFERED 
by a robber to calmly and lawfully ro¥_. embers 
of millions, with no such word as fail <u oe recog- 
nized, and any offer.ofcompromise as an insult to 
‘the intelligence of its members, and an outrage 
upon their judgment, and the publication of your 
articies is regarded as the willful effort of an ac- 
complice to assist the robbers in the perpetration of 
the crime attempted by them. It is not the policy 
of this organization to divulge its plans, nor make 


known iis methods, but it is in the control of intel- 


ligent and patriotic men of Alabama, who have 
resolutely determined and irrevocably fixed upon 
the purpose to make any sacrifice, undergo any 
hardship, and suffer any damage, rather than to ac~ 
cept tbe action of that 
BOLD, AND DEFIANT ROBBER, 
the bagging trust, who has fixed the 
measures of his cupidity and given 
not ce of the extent of his grasping avarice for the 
Present year, by flaunting in the face of every 
southe:n farmer his list of prices, which, in short, 
mean tothe southern iarmer: ‘Stand and deliver 
tome five millions of your ‘hard-earned dollars.’’ 
The alliance knows and realizes the import. The 
assurance it givesto the farmers of Alabama that 
cotton bagging will be provided forthe present 
season: that the fight against the jute trust is won; 
that they will undergo very litile inconvenience by 
delays, and it sends forth its 
SOLEMN ASSURANCE TO EVERY FARMER 
of Alabama in perfect confidence and faith, to stand 
firm, and redemption isat hand. Itis the sense of 
this body that any paper, with even considerate 
regard for the farmers of Alabama, or the slightest 
fympathy for them in their efforts torepel the as- 
gauits of a robber, would refuse to permit its 
columns to be desecrated and polluted by any 
such counsel, or advance, as your paper has offered 
the alliance and its members, and it spurns your 
Suggesiions and advice with the contempt they 
merit, with the assurance that it does not need the 
council of the monopolists or their advocates.” 
NO SURRENDER. 

The members of the allinnce, after the meeting 
adjourned, discussed the action taken _in a spirited 
manner. The remark used by President McCune 
that ithe cotton should “rot in the fields” ragher 
than sarrender, was unanimously indorsed, 

“There is but one death,”’ said one broad -should- 
ered delegate, ‘‘and I would rather meet it in the 
breach defending my home and loved ones, than to 
meet il by slow starvation in the clutches of the 
jute trust.”’ . 

And the sentiment was approved by every one 
present.

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* CULTIVATING RAMIE. 


An Experimental Farm in Thomas 
County. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., August 8.—[Special.]— 
The Ramie Plant company is an institution 
with headquartes at Pittsburg, organized for 
the purpose of developing the ramie plant in 
this country. This company sometime ago 
bought a small tract of land near Thomasville 
to be used as an experimental ramie farm. A 
plat of ground was set in ramie, which grew 
and multiplied even beyond all expectation, 

In the meantime, owing to certain troubles 
mot understood by your correspondent, the 
company failed to push their experiments. 
The impression prevailed that their machinery 
was a failure and that the company had gone 
to pieces. This, however, is an error. Mr. 
John M. Tiernan, who represents the com- 
pany, has wrilten to Mr. Millsap, who had 
bought the farm here, to learn how much 
ramie can be shipped him at Pittsburg The 
ramie isto be used in further experiments. 
The patch orginally planted has been left un- 
disturbed, and this year produced a bountiful 
yield without any attention. So it-will be an 
easy matter to ship Mr. Tiernan all the ramie 
he may need. The question of growing the 
ramic has been satisfactorily setteled. The

THE PRESIDENT’S TRIP. 


Cheered All Alung the Route to 
Maine, 

Saget August. 8.—President Harrison 
ardse much refreshed this morning and pieas 
antly received the early greetings of the mem- 
bers of his party and his hosts representing the 
state and city. At7 o'clock a state breakfast 
was served in the ebony room of the Vendome, 
the party, in addition to the president, being 
Acting Governor Brackett, Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Dalton, Secretary Windom, Secretary 
Proctor, Mayor Hart, Walker Blaine, Private 
Secretary Halford and Colonel Mansfield. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock, twenty men, repre- 
senting the Lancers and half of the First bat- 
talion of cavalry, who had been chosen to act 
as outriders on the way to the station, rode up. 
The carriages then drew up, and when the 
president made his appearance he was greeted 
with hearty cheers. He was accompanied, in 
the first carriage, by Lieutenant-Governor 
Brackett and Adjutant Dalton. In the 
second carriage were Colonel Mansfield, 
Surgeon-General Holt and Lieutenant Hall. 
In the third were Colonel Wellington, Colonel 
Sampson and Colonel Reckwell. Then the 
outriders moved in front, flank and rear, and 
the president left the environment of the 
Vendome. The streets on the route were

who cheered the chief executive as he passed, 
while he pleasantly bowed right and left. The 
march cousumed about thirty minutes. A 
crowd of several thousand people were in wait- 
ing at the station and received the president 
with noisy demonstrations of welcome which 
continued as he was escorted through the sta- 
tion to the train, The president lingered a 
moment on the car platform but politely ig 
nored calls for a speech. 

As the train moved out of. the depot amid 
the boom of cannon and the cheers of the 
crowd, the president appeared on the platform 
and bowed his farewells until the train disap- 
peared. At Know Nothing crossing, jist out- 
side the city, crowds of people lined the tracks, 
cheering the president, who standing, hat in 
hand, on the platform of his car, bowed his ac- 
knowledgements. The crossing passed, the 
president entered his car, and substituting a 
soft traveling hat for his silk one, lounged in 
his chuir, took up a newspaper and made him- 
self comfortable, but spared time to meet 
many members of his traveling party 
and to say a pleasant word to all. 

ARRIVAL AT LAWRENCE. 

The first great demonstration after the de- 
parture from Boston was made at South Law 
rence, where the train stopped. There an 
enormous crowd around the depot cheered as 
the train stopped; guns thundered a salute; 
flags waved and a band played lively airs. 
The people covered the piatform and were 
perched upon all possible places which proim- 
ised a view. The president went tothe rear 
of his car as it entered the depot and sicok the 
hands of hundreds of people in waiting behind 
the train. ‘‘How are yuu, Mr. President,’’ and 
similar expressions were heard from the crowd. 
Governor Goodell, of New Liampshbire, and 
staff, joined the train at this point. When the 
police had made clear a space of a foot or two 
Mayor Mack occupied it, and formally wel- 
comed the president to Lawrence, extending a 
cordial greeting and introducing him to the 
people. 

The president bowed his response. Again 
the crowd chéered and with cries of ‘‘Long 
live the president,’’ cheers for him and his 
cabinet, music by the band, and hurrahs by 
the people, the train moved off. 

Among the gentlemen who boarded the 
train at this int in addition to Governor 
Goodell and staff were Senator Blair, Con- 
gressmen Nute and Moore, Secretary of State 
Thompson and General John Eaton. 

Mount Desert was reached at 5p. m. Here 
Secretary Blaine met the president ard es- 
corted him up on the ferry boat. This even- 
ing the presidentis dining quietly with Mr. 
Blaine’s family and resting after the excite- 
ment of the Boston reception and the trip of 
today. 


ACKNOWLEDGED HIS GUILT. 


Allen Admits that He Swindled His Com’ 
pany. 

New Yor«, August 8.—Eben S. Allen, until 
a few days ago, president of the Forty-Second 
and Grand Street Ferry Rallway company, 
was brought from police headquarters to the 
Tombs police court this morning. Allen 
is charged with forgery in issuing certificates 
of stock of the company to amount of $110,000. 
Aftersome delay the accused was heki in 
$100,000, in default of which he was locked 
up. Allen seemed very cool and chatted 
with his accusers while the clerk was busy 
drawing up the complaint, He admitted 
issuing 700 shares of stock and getting the 
benefit of it, but denied forging the sig 
natures of Jobn Green an Charles 
Curtis, former presidents of the 
company. When the charge of over-issue 
of stock was readto Allen by the clerk, he re— 
plied that he was guilty. He denied, however, 
that he had committed forgery. Allen states 
that his partner in the iron company, Ferdi- 
nand Hoefele, was in no way counected with 
his guilty transactions. Detectives are, how- 
ever, looking for Hoefele. 


Mysterious Murders in Moutana. 

HEvLENA, Mont., August 8,—The finding o 
the dead bodies of Ollie Jones, bis wife and 
twoother persons, was reported yesterday from 
Corvallis, asmall town in Bitter Root Vailey, 
in western Montana. “A young girl who had 
been shotin the hip was also found on Big 
Gole mountain. All of the dead had been 
shot in the back. A party was formed to 
bring in the bodies. No further details could 
be obtaiued as Corvallis is without telegraphic 
facilities. Jones was married three weeks ago 
and was on the road to his ranche. 
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A Missing Treasurer. 


Boston, August 8.—G. P. Brown, of the 
embarrassed firm of Brown, Steese & Clark, of 
this city, and treasurer of the Riverside and 
Oswego Mills company, left Boston Tuesday 
night, since which time nothing has been 
heard of him. The firm have made no assign- 
ment and refuse totalk. It is said thatthe 
detectives are endeavoring to trace Brown. 
Attachments continue to be placed upon the 
Riverside mills. SI’wo were added today.

The law, it is understood, merely au- 
thorized him to take a schooner to some 
American port with all on board.

‘LOWERY KNOCKED OUT 


BY A NEAT LITTLE SPEECH UF THE 
SLUGGER'S. 


SULLIVAN ‘MAKES AN IMPRESSION, 


Net With His Bare Kuuckles, But by His 
Admiration of Governor Lowery in 
Enforcing the Laws. 


Jackson, Miss., August 8.—[Special.]—One 
of the most interesting incidents of the trip of 
the Sullivan party from Jackson to Meridian 
on Monday evening seems to have escaped the 
attention of the lynx-eye reporters who were 
aboard the train, but the accuracy 8{f which 
your correspondent is assured by parties on the 
train cannot be questioned. It is Sullivan’s 
meeting with Governor Lowery. 

The governor, as it is known, boarded the 
train with the party, with s ticket for Merid- 
ian. The car of Colonel J.C. Clarke, super- 
intendent of the Mobile and Ohio road, was 
attached to the last car of the train. Tbe 
colonei learning that the govdrngr 
was aboard,and knowing the car to be crowded, 
sent forward for him and invited him to ride 
with him in his private Gar, which invitation 
was accepted, by 

When the train was nearing Meridian, and 
after darkness had come on,the governor looked 
up upon hearing Sheriff Chiles’s voice, ane 
beheld John L. Sullivan standing in front of 
— with uncovered head. Sheriff Chileg 
said: 

**Governor, at Mr. Sullivan’s request. I hare 

- brought him back to see you.”’ 

John L., with hat in hand, said in substance: 

‘*Yes, your excellency, I wanted to pay my 
respects to you. Ihave no idea that you have 
any ill-feelings towards me personally. Now, 
I want to say to your excellency, that I have 
no hard feelings towards you, and do not blame 
you for doing your duty as the governor of 
your state, but governor, if you knew me well 
you would know that I am not a bad-hearted 
man. I don’t want to break your laws. I did 
not know that the fight was to come off 
in Mississippi till the last minute, when 
it was too late for me to remedy 
it. It was then fight or be ealled 
acoward. Those people had already said I 
was a coward, and I knew, governor, that you 
would be like I was. You wouldn’t allow them 
to call you a coward without fighting. 1 desire 
to pay my respects to you, governor, and say 
to vou that I wish yeu well and that you will 
have success in life and all your efforts to en- 
force your laws, which, I assure you, I had no 
intention of breaking.”’ 

John L. then bowed himself out, the goy- 
ernor simply, in his courteous way, acknowl 
edged the greeting of the champion. 

Colonel Clark, who was watching intensely 
the big fellow all the while, turned to the goy- 
ne as the big fellow went out the door aad 
said: 

‘“‘Governor, he said that pretty well didm@t 
he? Heisa man of more intelligence than 
had expected.’’ : 

The governor has not giver his impressions 
of Sullivan, but those who were near say ‘at 
it was plain that the big fellow’s gentlemunuly 
demeaucr touched the governor in a sft 
place.

HE WENT IT ALONE. 


One Man Robs a Train on the Wisconsin 
Central. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., August 8.—The Wis- 
consin Central passenger train from Chicago, 
which passed Chippewa Falls, Wis., at 4 
o’clock this morning, was held up and 
robbed by a single man between Chippewa 
Falls and Abbotsford, half an bour before. At 
the hour named a man entered one of the 
sleeping cars, commanded the conductor and 


to go through them, taking all they had. One 
passenger was also robbed and a shotor two 
fired atthe porter, but noone was hit. The 
robber pulled the bell rope as soonas he had 
completed the robbery, and when the train 
came toa stop he jumped off and escaped. No 
attermpt was made to follow him. 

Jake Litt, Milwaukee and Minneapolis 
theatrical manager, Was a@ passengeron the 
sleeper and the ball fired at the porter whizzed 
past his face. The man was described as hav- 
ing the appearance of a woodsman. He wore 
a slouth hat and carried a gunand big knife in 
his belt. He entered the sleeper and drove the 
porter to one end of the car. The porter did 
some yelling to awaken the passengers where- 
upon the robber fired. This put a quietus on 
the porter and the robber got in his work. He 
took from the conductor $50 and a silver watch 
and from the porter a gold watch and a small 
amount of money and from a passenger some 
money and a watch. He tackled ancther 
passenger, but the latter told him the conductor 
had all his money. As amiatter of fact, how 
ever, the nan had $500 on his person.

The Cronin Suspect Piaced Where He Can 
Consult His Lawyers. 

Cuicaeo, August 8.—Officer Collins, who

VERY MUCH AT LARGE. 


The Strange Conduct of a Prisoner at Clay 
Center, Kan. 
Special Correspondence of the Globe- Democrat. 

Kansas Crry. Mo.. August 3.—The citizens 
of Clay Center, Kan., have just awakened to 
the fact that they have had in their midst a 
sensation that is much out of the ordinary ran 
af western incidents. — 

One night last October John P. Campbell, 
editor of the Clay Center Dispatch, was 
awakened by hearing some one stumble in his 
room. He sprang to his feet, revolver in 
hgnd, and confronted the intruder, inquir- 
ig his business. The man very coolly said: 

“IT was just passing the house, and, being 
outof money, thought I would come in and 
see if I could find some. As I was going away 
with this littl bundle which I had gathered 
I tripped onthis rugand awakened you. I 
aim very sorry indeed that [I distarbed your 
rest.’ 

“Well, you are a cool one!’ ejaculated 
Campbell. “I guess you had better stand 
where you are for a few minutes, until I dress, 
and I will take you down and introduce you 
to the sheriff.’’ 

“You are very kind, indeed, to go toso much 
trouble for astranger. I will be very glad to 
make the sheriff’s acquaintanee,’’ politely 
responded the burglar. 

Campbell escorted his prisoner to the jail, 
where heturned him over to Sheriff Jamas 
Sterling, telling him that the man was proba- 
bly insane. He was placed in acell and next 
morning he was taken before Justice J. W. 
Miller, where he gave the nameof Henry Car- 
ton. He waived examination and was re 
turned to the jail, in default of $1,000 bail, to 
await the action of the grand jury at the Jan 
vary terin of the circuit court. 

The jail at Clay Center is a two-story brick 
and stone building, with latest improvemeut 
in steel cells and grating, and is considered the 
strongest in the state. About noon on the day 
of the commitment Carton sent for Attorney 
I’. P. Harkness to come to the jail to talk 
about the case and detine the line of defense. 
When Harkness went to the cejl Carton had 
not a word to say about his case, but confined 
his conversation to scientificand literary sub- 
jects. He appeared to be an exceedingly well- 
read man, and surprised Harkness by his eru- 
dition. After consuming an hour in this talk, 
Mr. Harkness became impatient and asked 
Carton to speak of his case. 

“You play billiards, don’t you?’’ was the 
surprising reply. 

“Yes; why?” 

‘Well, I will meet you at that billiard hall 
across the way at 8 o’clock this evening, and 
while we play a game we can talk about my 
case,”’ 

“But the sheriff won’t let you go out to play 
billiards. You must remember that you arein 
jail.” 

“That's all right. You ‘meet me there at 8 
o’clock this evening,’’ answered Carton. 

Harkness was convinced that his client was 
insane, but his manner was-so earnest and cool 
that when evening came on he could not resist 
the, temptation to go to the billiard hall. 
Promptly at 8 o’clock the door opened, and. in 
walked Carton, : whcse entrance created no 
surprise to any one except Harkness, for there 
were only a few in town that were aware of a 
new prisoner being in jail, and none had seen 
him. He went directly up to Harkness. and 
the two men began a grand game of billiards. 
While the game was in progress Sheriff Sterl- 
ing entered the place. He did not recognize his 
prisoner, but Harknes#, who was now complete- 
ly nonplussed, called tahim and said: ‘‘Look 
here, Sterling, is it your usual custom to allow 
your prisoners to be out playing billiards at 
this hour of the night ?”’ 

“What do you mean ?” asked the sheriff. 

“Why, Il mean that this man Carton was 
committed to jail this morning to await the 
action of the grand jury, and now he is here 
piaying billiardsin the evening.”’ 

Sterling turned pale, and almost fell from 
the shock and fear that there had been a jail 
break. 

‘Don’t get excited, old fellow,’’ said Carton, 
“T only wanted to get a little fresh air, but if 
you object I will go back now.”’ 

The sheriff, the lawyer and the burglar 
crossed the street to the jail, where every door 
was found closed and locked, even the cell 
door being fast. To all inquiries as to how he 
got out Carton made noreply. He was re 
placed in the cell, and, bidding his compan- 
ions good-night, prepared for bed. 

‘Lhree or four days afterward Carton asked 
the sheritf if he could not take a walk around 
the town toget a little fresh air. Sterling 
laughed, and told him it was against the 
rules. Carton did not appear to be disap- 


pointed, but next morning, when Sterling 


came from his apartment to the jail entrance 
he was astounded to see Carton quietly sit- 
ting on the steps smoking a cigar. On seeing 
the sheriff he arose and saluted him, telling 
him that he needed fresh air so badiy that he 
concluded to take a walk before breakfast. 
He was locked up again by the sheriff, who 
was thoroughly alarmed at the fact that this 
man could at will pass through the walls, ap- 
parently, of the sirongest jail in the state, 

Jarton told him to give himself no uneasiness, 
as he liked his quarters too well to leave them 
until winter was over. 

It now became athing of frequent cccur- 
rence fer the sheriff to find his prisoner sitting 
on the jail steps, and though he placed a 
watch on the man he could never find how 
the escape was made. 

During the latter part of November the lock 
on the vault ofthe Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
bank became deranged, andthe officials were 
compelled to undergo a temporary suspension 
until they could get some one to open the lock. 
All the locksmiths in the town and the bank 
iock experts of Kansas City tried vheir skill 
on the refractory door in vain, and the bankers 
were going to send to New York 
for an expert, when Carton 
told the sheriff to offer his services, as he 
thought hecould open the vault. Hehad given 
Sterling such good reason to believe in his 
power that the sheriff had no hesitancy in tell- 
ing the bankers that he had aman who could 
open their safe for them. Carton was escorted 
to the bank, and in the presence of the slieriff 
and bank officials went to work. In half an 
hour he swung the door open, and then ex- 
amined the lock and adjusted the part which 
had given the trouble. After-receiving the 
thanks of the bankers he was taken back to his 
cell, : 
When the district court convened the judge 
found a very large docket, and the result wa 
that Carton’s case had to be postponed until 
the August term. All the spring and summer 
Carton took his reguiar nightly excursions, 
and the matter became so eommon that the 
sheriff began to lose his fear of anescape. Last 
Thursday, however, Carton’s cell door was 
open and the prisoner was not sitting on the 
jail steps. On astand in the cell was a note to 
Sterling thanking him for his kindness and 
Stating that pressing business further west 
necessitated his hasty departure. 

This was startling, butwhen Mr. John A. 
Moss, cashier of the Farmers and Merchants’ 
bank, opened his desk that morning he found 
a note from Carton stating that he had taken 
$200 from the safefin the vault to pay his trav - 
eling expenses, and that he considered this as 
a fair payment for his services in fixing the 
vault, for which he had never received pay. 

Moss rushed to the vault, and in the safe on 
a pile of money found a receipt for $200, sign- 
ed ‘‘Henry Carton.’’ An examination showed 
that this was all that was taken from the 
theusands of dollars that were at hand. Not 
aclew has been found that would lead to the 
discovery of the man, and Sheriff Sterling 
firmly believes that he has had charge of some 
supernatural being.

| RAILROAD MATTERS. 


A PROTEST AGAINST A REDUCTION 
g OF INTEREST 


ON SOUTH CAROLINA RAILROAD BONDS 
First Mortgage Bondholders Do Not Take 


Kindly tothe Pian of Reorganization— 
Other Railroad Gussip. 


New Yorx, August 8.—[{Special.]—Advo- 
cates of the recently promulgated plaus for the 
reorganizing of the South Carolina railroad 
have struck a snag in the unexpected opposi- 
tion of many first mortgage bondholders 
answering to the call of the banking house of 
Kessler & Co., whick call invited the protest 
against a reduction of the first mortgage inter- 
est. Messrs. Kessler & §Co. are hoiders of 
South Carolina railroad securities, both on 
their own account and for foreign customers. 
Their interest is mainly in the first mortgage 
bonds. Consequently they are not enthusiastic 
over the proposed plan of reorganization which 
coutemplates scaling the interest of the first 
mortgage bonds from six to five percent. They 
say that while the programme would 
probably prove advantageous to the several 
classes of junior securities, they cannot see 
any justice in it to first mortgage bonds. They 
insist that President Talmadge has always ad- 
mitted that the road was abundantly able to 
earn the interest on its first mortgage debt, 
and therefore they cannot see how he and his 
associate advocate of the new plan can expect 
the first mortgage bondholders to consent toa 
reduction of their interest simply to improve 
the status of the other securities that are of 
inferior dignity. They admit that it might 
not be policy to reduce tliis interest, provided 
sume compensative was allowed tlie first mort- 
gage bondholder for such concession and say 
unhesitatingly that unless some consideration 
is granted the plan will not gothrough. The 
movers for the reorganizaiion, however, 
insist they have already secured consent 
to their pian from a large majority of the 
security holders, and that if the opposition 
continues, they will simpiy have to proceed 
under foreclosure, which will give only prin- 
cipal and interest to the first mortgage bond- 
holders, and that they are ready to allow that 
now to any and all parties who are indisposed 
to adopt the terins of their plans. 

Therefore, while the opposition may occa- 
sion some delay in reorganization, it does not 
seem probable that it will avail as a perma- 
nent obstacle. On the other hand, representa- 
tives of the opposition predict that a fore- 
closure decree will be hard to obtain so long as 
it can be clearly demonsirated that the road is 
fully able to earn its first mortgage interest.

DR. NUNNALLY AEROAD. 


He Has Canvass(d Forty Counties for Edu- © 


Cation. 

He was a tall man somewhat resembling the 
uncle of his country, though a good deal mcre 
of a blonde, and he stood in the Kimball house 
arcade. 

It was Dr.G. A. Nunnally the new presi- 
dent of Mercer university, who appears to be a 
hustler after the manner of the most stirring 
sect ofthe hustlers, Within the last thirty 
days he has addressed forty counties in the 
interest of the institution Ke represents and he 
says Mercer will have two or three hundred 
students next fall. 

Oh the subject of education he was full and 
he was tapped as follows: 

“You are frequently in the city; are you 
pushing any particular measure before the 
legislature ?”’ 

“No, sir. That body is competent to manage 
the legislation of the state. If at snvy time 
they wish to hear from me they will call me 
before them. I admit they havo some very 
difficult problems to solve, but timé and intel- 
ligence will bring about satisfactory results. 
Iam working with the masses, trying to help 
them to make the best of a bad situation. Bat 
with them it is not so much a lack of intelli- 
genceas itis a lack of concert of action. 
In a word, I] am an “educational 
evangelist,’”’ ‘‘a voice in the wilderness,” 
preaching for a revival in the educational af- 
fairs of the people.”’ 

‘‘Have you met many people?” 

‘During the last thirty days I have trave 
eled more than 1,500 miles, addressed thous- 
ands of our fellow citizens, met assemblages 
representing about forty counties, and had 
personal interviews with hundreds of our 
leading mon.”’ 

“What has been your advice to the people?” 

‘Build up your common schools—aim for @ 
school of at least eight months. Employ good 
teachers, and send the children as lohg as 
they can be spared from the tield and home, 
and when you'are obliged to work the child- 
ren on the farm or inthe shop close the school 
and as soon as you can make a few good crop@ 
aud get outof debt and have a little ahead, 
open the school again and send the children to 
their books.’’ 

‘But it was thought you were canvassing in 
the interests of Mercer university and highes 
edu¢ation ?” 

“And so Il am—but first of all there must be 
acomimon education for the people. There 
can be no higher education unless there is@ 
lower education. The bey who hasnever seen 
an ©ld *bine-back speller’ will never want @ 
calf bound Horace: the boy that has never 
read ‘Six boys can sit on one long bench’ will 
never care to read *4)ui fit macenas ut nemo.* 
Take care of the boy in the lower branches of 
an education, and he will take care of himself 
gets to climbing in the higher 
branches. Help him up to the first limbs, and 
ifhe really wantsthe nuts that grow on the 
topmost boughs he will reach them ”’ 

“What help do the people want from the 
state ?”’ 

“They want every dollar that can be had 
without further taxation applied to the com- 
mon sehools. They object to a school revenue 
raised by general taxation because its distri- 
bution would necessarily be ceneral and per 
capita without regard tothe property holders 
and tax-payers. But they hold that if the 
present schcol fund is disbursed to communi- 
ties upon the condition that the communities 
raise a similar amount then the fand raised by 
subscription to suprlement the state anpro- 
priation will be returned in the form of tuition 
to the community, to the race and to the npeo- 
ple who gaveit. Such arrangement will give 
each neighborhood and people the beneiit of 
its own liberality or voluntary taxation. This 
is fair and ¢ st, and would result in schools of 
high grade In reach of all the children to fit 
them for citizenship.’’ 

“What isthe opinion of the people about 
the three months schools, such as they have 
had for the last several years ?’’ 

‘Generally they are regarded as failures, 
because the term is too shortto discover the 
genius or quickan the ambition of the child, 
and the salary is too small to engage com- 
petent teachers, and the whole affair being-the 
work of the state, the parent does not concern 
himself in any way about its success. Lut if 
the state would make an appropriation to sup- 
port the schools four months, provided the 
patrons as individuals or the district as a com- 
munity would raise a like amount, then they 
would feel a decper interest in the management 
of the school, demand better teachers, and co- 
operate with the teachers in securing the 
Lest results. They would feel identified with the 
school and pay thcir assessment or subscriptions 
cheerfully, knowing that their own children 
were getting the benefit of the money they 
paid.’ 

‘‘What is the general educational outlook in 
Georgia?”’ 

“It is decidedly good. Communities every- 
where are waking up to the need of better 
schools. Scores and hundreds of young men 
and women are hungering and thirsting after 
knowledge and though poor, they are working 
their way iowarcs c.llege. Their great hind= 
rance is the lack of schools competent to pre- 
pare them to enter college. Many of them are 
dizging away, all by themselves among the 
forms and formulas of higher mathematics, 
and ploughing all alone amid the Greek and 
Latin roots. Someof them will break down 
and give up, but a large number will hold on 
and work their way through and come out 
men, full grown and self-made. and be leaders 
in society and in state affairs.’’

HON. N. J. HAMMOND ADDRESSES 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


An Eloquent and Forcible Argument for the Uni- 
versity and Higher Education—The House of 
-Representatives Filled With Legislators and 
Others Interesied—A Synopsis of the Address. 


Yesterday evening was 2 glorious one for higher 
education. 

The friends of the university and the admirers of 
Hon, N, J, Hammond were out iu force to listen to 
the address of tinat eloquent and scholarly gentle- 
mien on one of the mo-t absorbing questions of the 
day—education, 

Colonel Hammond was a little late in making his 
appearance, and When he walked down tie center 
aisic of the house of representatives, on the arm of 
Speaker Pro Tem Calvin, the large audience vented 
its impatience in an enthusiastic round of applause. 

The galleries were quite full, and scattered about 
behind the desks of the representatives were many 
men who have achieved prominence by their ef- 
forts in behalf of the cause of education, both mem- 
bers of the Jegislature and citizens, A large BumbDer 
of ladies were also present,and at frequent intervals 
in Colonel Hammond's address they joined in giv~ 
ing him applause. 

Colonel Hammond ascended the spenker’s stand, 
occupying a chair on cither side of which sat Pres- 
ideut GuBignon. of the senate, and Speaker Pro 
Tem Fleming, of the house. 

President duBignon introdueed the speaker ina 
few appropriate remarks, adding that he knew of 
no manmore thoroughly ableto grapple with the 
great question of education than the ay tg) 
who would entertsin them for atime, Hon. N 
J. Hammond. 

COLONEL HAMMOND’S ADDRESS. 

In opening hrs address Colonel Hammond said 
that he bad never before spoken under the root of 
Georgia’s new capitol, and did not know its prop- 
erties or influences, but hoped that he would be 
a, to make himself understood and carry his 

nf. 
go hesaid: ‘I come to address myself to 
the legislature on questions which touch the educa- 
tional inte rests ofthe country. I feit fiattered, both 
by the words of ibe genticman who introduced me 
and by the inviiation of the members of the gen- 
eral assembly to address them. I want to show, as 
far as in me lies, what is good for the people when 
they cast their votes on questions which concern 
the educational interests of the state. 

Reeently the chancellor of the state university 
has spoken to you on this question,and a!sothe heads 
oftwo other prominent literary institutions, They 
spoke from the standpoint of men ingaged in the 
work, as professor and minfster of the gospel. But 
it is important to Know what the laymenthink ona 
question which concerus them as vitally as anyone 
else. I didn’t hear the xd:tress of the chancelior, 
but I did hear the other g:ntleman, and it is be- 
cause of whatthey saidthat my remarks will be 
made. 

“There are three educations. in Georgia, When 
and how did thay originate, and how are they 
maintained?’ 

Colonel Hammond gave a concise history of tho 
foundation of the school system, from the very 
earliest period of its @stablishment up to the aiop- 
tion of ti.e constitution of 1877 and to the present 
day. He stowed how they were maintained, and 
where the funds came from. He argued that the 
intention at the projectors of the oricinal schoo! 
degen comprehended the ultimate necessity of 
free higher eduecaticn, and showcd how step by 
step the scope of tne work had been enlarged, 
tonehing on the periods when the constitution 
mede no provision for the separate education of 
the people and races; also when ihey were meade 
perpetually separate when the constitution of 1877 
was adopte a.

the amendment was passed, to which 
Jiul ze Keere answercd that such 
was his purpose. He advocated common 
schocls or poor schools, and declured that he would 
yote for the poor school; that without it the consti» 
tution would not pass, it was postroned, however, 
until the committee on education could act upon it, 
and when the fighicame, the men who had adyo- 
cated the three BR. schools were routed, 

“The coustitution provides for a general system of 
common schools und a university for higher educa- 
tion, therefore, to argue what ought ‘to be is too 
late—it is in the constituti ion. 

‘During one hundred years the universiiy has not 
losta Gollar nor foolishly spent one. What other 
cor Oration can siiow such a record? 1 know of 
none, and it would trouble you to find one. 

“After the adoption of the new constitution, and 
when it came to the resurnption and endow ment of 
the duiversiiy by the legislature, 1 shall never forget 

the scene that ensued. The yote was abvut 

equaliy divided, and all eyes were turned to south - 
West Georgia, wheere there were about twenty-five 
yotes on which neither side coatd count up to that 
time. James Steward, a man whoe strength was 
kenwn by the friends of the universsty, who hoped 
he woul: exert it for them, and by its enemies, 
who feared him. Tears were streaming down his 
cheeks. He said ne knew he was a man of 
strong natural mind, but no man was complete uns 
til he had been tutored under a mind stronger than 
his own. Hevrat down exclaiming: ‘if you won’t 
vote the money, I'll go among the chicken women 
of southwest Georgia and raise it.’ The twenty-five 
votes weut forthe university, and ever since tbat 
time it hes been established in the hearts of the 
peopie, Lut the people don’ t appreciate lls wants 
and doen't supply them,” 

In referring to the original educational fund, 
Colone] Hammond said: “What did we do with 
that fund’ Part of it went to build the Western 
and Atlentic railroad, money obtained by the sale 
of school lands, and I beheve a lawyer could re- 
cover it for cducational purposes. 

“Some of the opponents of the university Say a 
new departure should be made, that it is 1on-sec- 
tarian, and none but sectarian colleges succeed, and 
that only such should succeed.’ 

Asareply tothis the speaker showed the connec- 
tion between chureb and state from the be: ginning 
of the world, showing thatiu America at le ast the 
two had never been successfully connected. ‘In 
1758 Georgia was divided into parishes, and the 
people were taxed to build churches, When we 
made laws the pendulum swung the otber way, and 
the parishes had tostand a ide, What else could 
be done? We had to declare a perpetual divorce, 
What man now woulddare say he would like to go 
back, even half way; who would like to see a state 
chureb, and this being so, how could the university 
be sectarian? 

“There are men who say when you educate people 
for the ordinary duties of life that’s as far as the 
state ought to go; that they shouldonly be educated 
so they ean read their baliotsand serve on juries, 
This is all wr ng. Jurors should be educated, highty 
educated, no matter whether they afe tillers of the 
soil or mechanics, aud those who refuse to.provide 
their education are largely responsible for the crime 
and blood. hed which go unpunished by incompe- 
tent juries. \ 

“If you look at it froni a standpoint of gain, I 
would worry you with the recital of what educated 
men have done for humanity. Who have made the 
world buc they?) I won’t mention the disiinguished 
men who have graduated from the university. The 
history of the state fora centnry beck is do'ted all 
over with their grand and useful achievements. 
In peace and in war they have made Georgia grand 
and giorions. Theyare everywhere. An unedns 
cated mind may be colossal in its proportion, but 
jt is never complete until ithas been trained by a

“JT regret that there are not more voters here, for 
I come in the neme of the people of the state to des 
mand thatthe money received from the Western 
and Atlantic railroad be applied to education, 
where our iathers intended it should go. 

“We iove our race, but we see on the hills around 
us more money expended for the higher education. 
of the late slaves of the south than for the sons 
ofthe south. And all that money expended by the 
southern people let them educate that race, ‘but for 
God’s sake letus gohigher. Think of our agency, 
the Freedman’s Ai Fusaldty, is doing more for the 
negro than the whole soutia togethcr. And they 
have teachers, the jike of whom we are not able to 
hire, because ofa lack of money for the purpdse.” 

In closing Colonel Hammond said he had no 
personal interest in the matter, other than that 
which he felt in the growth of Georgia, and his 
efforts were in their behalf. 

He thonght that now tbat the legi:Jature hada 
million dollars building in Jwhich to meet fora few 
days ¢biennially, they ought to Le too giad to 
build their sons a collegeZat a cost of only a few 
thousand doliars, 

Two Educational Pills, 
Two educational bills were introduced in the 


house yesterday. 

The first was by Mr. Hart, of Greene. and provides 
that the boards of education of the several coynties 
are authorized to grant tem ry licenses; good 
until the next regular examination ot applicants 
for teachers license—provided that state school 
commissioner order a special examination therefor, 
and order only in cases where decided hardsbip 
would otherwise result.

The other was by Mr. Allred, of Pickens. 

The publi¢ school fund of the state,so the bill a, 
vides, shall be divided pro rata amongst the school 
districts of each county in thigstate.

Sie uinviiitlatnen: then the ?county school com- 
niis-ioner of such feounty shall hold over the funds 
belonzing to sald district until they can be used for 
school purposes In that district. 

The patrons of each public school tn this state, or 
& Inajority of them, shall have the right to select, in 
such manner as they may deem best, the teacher or 
teachers to instruct the children in said schools. 

CONCEALED WEAPONS. 

Mr. Johnson, ot Clinch, introduced a bill to 
amend sestion 4,527 of the code, in geome to carry- 
ing concealed weapon. Its provisions 

“It shall and may be lawful i for any citioen of the 
state to have and carry about his person a pistol or 
pistols, sword in a cane spear, bowie knife, or any 
other knife, by going tefore the ordinary of the 
county of his residence and applying for a license 
to have and carry such arms, and giving bond and 
good security to said ordinary in the sum of $500 
conditioned that the said applicant will not unlaw« 
fully use such arms, to the damage of any person 
whatever, Such bond is liable to be sued hn any 
court having {jurisdiction at the instance of jany 
party so injured. 

The eediners shall register in. a book, kept espe- 
cially for that purpose, the names of all applicants 
granted such license, describing in each case the 
character of the weapon.that said applicant may 
carry, either concealed or unconcealed. 

It any person, so licensed to carry arms, shall uns 
lawfully assault avy rson, then such licensed 
person so offending shall be subject to indictment 
and puishment therefor, as well as to the forfeiture 
of the bond. 

Any person who shall carry a pistol, sword-in- 
cine, spear, bowle knife, or other weapon of 
offense and defense, without first having obtained a 
license therefor, shall be guilty of misdemeanor, 
and punished as in section 4310 of 1882. 

OBSTRUCTIONS IN STREAMS. 

Mr. Frick, of Franklin, introduced a bill In the 
house which provides for the removal of all obstrucs 
tions of all kinds otherthan dams used for operat- 
ing mae hinery or mills of any kind, from the 
rivers, creeks, and other running streams of Frank- 
lin county; to compel land owners in said eounty to 
remove or have remove. said obstructions upon all 
said streams, each on his own Jand; andto provide 
for the removal of said constructions when said 
land owners neglect or refuse to remove them, and 
to provide compensation therefor; to provide for the 
drainage of lands through which streams flow ;,in 
said county, and for the extension of drains or 
ditches through the lands of another.

As heretofore stated inthe Reporter, our 
immediate senator, Dr. F. C. Folks, has introduced 
a bill to incorporate the Okeefenokee Land and 
Drainage company,ifor the drainage of the Okeefe- 
nokee swamp and the reclamation of the lands in 
saidswampand vicinity at the expenseof said 
company, and authorizing the governor to sell and 
convey to said company the landsin said swamp 
and vicinity now belonging to the state for twelve 
and a half ecnts per acre. 

When we consider the fact that for years the state 
has been trying to virlually giveaway this swamp 
to any one who would construct a canal throuczh it, 
or wou!d drain and reciaim it, and has failed, and 
the further fact that it wiil require several hundred 
thousand dollars to ~ py it, if indeed it can be 
draincd and reclaimed atall, weare decidedly of 
the opinion, as all our people appear to be, that the 
billof Dr. Folks should pass without opposition. 
Especially is this true when we consider the benefits 
whieh will acerue tothe state andthe counties in 
whichthe swamp lies (from increased taxation) 
when this worthiess and non-taxable area is re- 
ciaimed, improved and owned by private parties, 
and the benefit the drainage of the swamp will be 
to all the surrounding territory, Large portions of 
the counties of Ware, Charlton, Clinch and Pierce 
lie in this swamp, or adjacent to it, and their creeks 
and other means of natural drainage lead into it, 
which in wet seasons, when the swamp is overflow- 
ing with water, become ful), iuundating the entire 
couutry and affording scarcely no drainage or 
meaus of outlet for the water atall. The swamp is 
made up of inpenetrable ee opel marsh, small 
seattering islands, lakes and creeks, and in some 
places with a growth of brush and small timbers of 
mo great value, 

When drained and reclaimed the Jand will doubt- 
less be productive. especialiy for sugar cane. upland 
rice, ete.; but the outiay for draining and reclaim~ 
ing it, with thetwelveand a half cents per acre to 
be paid to the state added, is probably all that it is 
wortb, andif there isa company ready to take it on 
these terms, they should by all meuns be allowed to 
do so at once, ,

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Judge Tourgee Answered. 

A recent number of the Forum contained 
an article by Judge Albion W. Toutgee in 
which the following statements appeared: 

In 250 years, while the negro lay prostrate and 
helpless, appealing simply tothe kindness, gratitude 
and charity of the white Christians of the south, 
not one single act designed to ameliorate his condi- 
tion or brighten his hope was placed on the statute 


books cfany of these states,

The laws ofthe several states in which he was 
enslaved gave his master power to take his life at 


pleasure. 
So great is the sonthern contempt for 


Tourgee that little notice was taken of these 
falsehoods. Perhaps this policy of dignified 
silence isa-mistake. Mr. J. H. Watson, of 
the Memphis bar, evidently thinks so, for 


_ he has taken the pains to write an auswer 


which isabsolutely crushing. 
Mr. Watson quotes from southern statute 
books and court reports to show that all the 


‘slave states had laws forbidding the inflic- 


tion of cruel and unusual punishments upon 
the slaves by their masters; laws making it 
a penal offense for masters to fail to supply 
their slaves with necessary clothes and pro- 
visions, and laws making masters subject 
to the penalty for murder when they un- 
lawfully killed their slaves. In an opinion 
delivered by the Mississippi supreme court 


as early as 1821 the court said: 

Has the-slave no rights because he is deprived of 
his treedom? He is stilla human being, and pos~ 
sesses ail those rights of which he is not deprived by 
the positive provisions of the law, but in vain shall 
we look for any law passed by the enlightened and 
philanthropic legislature of this state, giving even 
to the master, much less toa stranger, power jover 
the life ofasiave, Such a statute would be un- 
worthy the age of Draco or Cuaiigula, and would be 
condemned by the unanimous voice of the people 
of this state, where even cruelly to slaves, much 
Jess the taking away of life, meets with universal 
reprobation. 

As late as 1860 the same court delivered 


the following opinion: 

If without necessity or apparent necessity, in 
reducing his rebellious s'ave to subjection, the mas- 
ter takes his life, he would certainly be guilty of 
murder or mansiaughter according to the circum- 
aiances; or, if the master by inhuman or brutal 
treatment, cndangering the life or limb of the 
slave, induce resistance necessary on the part of the 
slave to save his life or limb, and the master in the 
further prosecution of his unlawful conduct take 
the life of the slave in such conflict, it is equally 
certain that the master would be guilty of murder. 

The records of the other southern states 
are full of similar laws and decisions, and 
in no state did the master ever have the 
right to take the life of a slave at pleasure. 


In conclusion Mr. Watson says: 

True the masterfiad the right to exact implicit 
obedience of his slave—a right necessarily implied, 
and arising out of the yery nature of the institution 
—but he had no right to secure it by cruel or in- 
human treatment. Thet there were cases of crueity 
none will deny, but such cases were rare—rarer 
perhaps than cases of cruelty im the navy when 
flogging was permittel], Not so rare, perhaps, as 
ingtances of cruelty by parents toward their chil- 
dren. Solong as human nature remains the same 
there will be instances of cruelty displayed by that 
claus which has the iegal right to the implicit obe- 
dience of another class,and lawfuljauthority to com 
pel it Ly physical punishment. But though a mere 
child when slavery was abolished, I shall always 
remember with pleasure in what abhorrence and 
detesiation the master who was known to be harsh 
and unkind to slaves was held by his neighbors. 

Now, these arefacts. They are in the 
Jaw books and our court reports. They are 
confirmed by numerous northern writers, 
and thousands of northern men now living 
who sojourned or traveled in the south be- 
fore the war will testify on the same line. 
Judge Tourgee standsalone. His malice has 
led him to write recklessly as well as falsely, 
and he has no reputable witnesses to help 
himout. The judge referred to the law and 
the testimony, and Mr. Watson has quoted 
it fairly. The Forum and other magazines 
of standing should edit Judge Tourgee’s 
southern articles very carefully, or throw 
them into.the waste basket, for there is 
nothing in them but malice and mendacity. 


The World’s Fair. 

We observe that the New York news- 
papers are trying to show that the stock Of 
the proposed world’s fair of 1892 will prove 
to be a good investment. 

This is a very sorry beginning, to say the 
least. The first Piedmont exhibition at 
Atlanta was a good investment, but no one 
regarded it in that light.

result in dollars and cents. By their liber- 
ality they made the affairthe greatest suc- 
cess that this country has seen for many 
years; butif they had been looking for 
money returns the probability is that they 
would have made no investment and that 
no fair would have been held. 

Itis to be feared that the worid’s fair 
will not be held in New York in 1892 unless 
the Wall street speculators have the 
privilege of selling the stock on the floor of 
the exchange. Thatis the way New York

If, in proportion to population, we had 
as miany landowners and small farmers as 
there are in France, this entire country 
would be a garden—a fand of happy homes. 

In some way the people now drifting to 
the cities must be induced to try their for- 
tunes in the country, where they can own 
their farms and be independent. The 
small farmers of France manage to live and 
save money. They have money to lend to 
the goverument and to invest in the Pan- 
ama canal and other enterprises. Our 
farmers can do as well with scientific meth- 
ods, industry and economy. 

The movement to the cities must not only 
be stopped, but ways and means must be 
found to start a movement from the cities 
to the country. How todo this is a prob- 
lem, but the people are thinking about it 
and discussing it, and thoughtful discussion 
is always a hopeful sign.

whole couutry stirred up, Mr. Woodson asked that 
you‘let up,”’ for if the farmer should their cotton 
it would ruin and stagnate the business interesis of 
the state. 1 have nodoubt in my own mind that 
this Mr. Woodson and his house were not some of 
the largest parties to the bagging ‘‘deal’’ last year, as 
they handled more bagging and ties than all Atlanta 
besides. Now comes where the watcr strikes the 
wheel. Being on notice as they are, that ihe whole 
country is trying to rid itself of the 
jute nuisauce and build up home en- 
terprises and manufuactories instead of 
taking their immense influence and capital to some 
southern factory and placing a large order for cot- 
ton bugging, they have loaded up again with the 
abominable jute, every vard of which sold takes the 
money clear out of our southern country, while our 
people are standing idly around for work, Their 
salesman was in our town today, but faited to place 
avy of his jute bagging, as our merchants here are 
all steutly in favor of cotton bagging. There 
needs to be one of your heaviest editorials 
turned loose to the ‘‘jobbing’’ trade of the country, 
as they are always the first parties to step under 
and help shoulder any oppressive deal thet is sug- 
gested. When Lorillard’s snuff buyiness gets dull, 
he has only to notify the jabbing tradethatin thir- 
ty days the price will be advanced, and the jobbers 
tell the o'd tale all over their territory and every 
fool merchantin the state will buy 100 pounds of 
snuff; and so with meat, lard, coffee, and everything 
else. While ‘Plunkett’? was having his last talk 
in your paper, Brown replicd that guano, guano, 
was the cause of all tho trouble But 1 
am of the opinion that the jobbing or wholesale 
houses of tre country are not doing the good they 
might, Our buyer was in Atlanta last week and in 
selecting bed ticking tried to buy an article made 
bere at home, knowing thatas good bed ticking as 
is made in the world is manufactured in Columbus, 
Ga., but couldn’t find any in the wholesale houses 
made any nearer than Manchester, N. H., and so 
you will findin every line of business almost, our 
wholesale houses give all their e.couragement to 
foreign factories unless it is such goods as cotton 
check s, sheeting, jeams, etc., and they would buy 
them north if they didu’t cost more. 

Don't you think it is about time you were making 
the suggestion in one of your hard-hitting and far~ 
reaching cditorials that we can make the cotton 
ties used on our cotton. I feel that it would be 
very ezsy to get the people waked upon that line, 
as we doubtless can make the ties here at home as 
well as the bagging. Don’t forget to head off the 
pesple who are trying to get their jute bagging un- 
loaded on the country. All salt sold now is 
put up in cotton sacks, and every empty salt 
sack that we can get sells readily “or ten 
to fifseen cents for peuple to use for towels 
and other purposes. It is no small thing the alli- 
ance is pushing, when they are using their endeay- 
ors to have everything jut upin cotton sacks, for 
every ya d of cotton sacks, especially ‘ducking’ 
can be economically utilized. There-is nothing 
better on earth out of which to make towels than 
cotton dugk, and yet the country pays thousands of 
dollars for linen towels. Your editorial of last Sun 
day, “A Little Sermon,” was a good one.

Eprrors Constitution: I see by this morn- 
ing’s paper that the three representatives from this 
county, and the senator from this district, are op- 
posed to local option on the barroom question. I 
wouldj like, by your kind permission, to 
discuss the matter with them, calmly 
and dispassionately, with a view to find out where 
they stand and whether the people want any such 
legislation. 

Two yearsago, during the campaign which took 
place just before our local option election, there 
were plenty of men in the anti-prohibition party 
who did not hesitate to say that they were opposed 
to barrooms, but they said they were unwilling to 
sacrifice a large industry of our city—the wholesale 
liquor trade—tor the purpose of getting rid of themg 
I thought these men were sincere, and, largely be- 
cause I thought so, I entered upon a political con- 
test the first of my life, before the people of the 
county last year, announcing asthe most prominent 
plank in my platform, that if elected to the state 
senate I would advocate the passage of a state law 
against barrooms. I did not see how any man who 
was really opposed to them could object to a state 
law ofa general nature against them. I was met, 
however, by a large number of anti- prohibitionists 
with the plea, that while they were opposed to bar- 
rooms, they were unwilling to give their vote in 
favor of enacting a state law against them, but that 
the matter should be lett to local option, I was de - 
feated, and attributed my defeat, in part. to the 
fgct that the anti-barroom wing of the anti- prohi- 
bition party was opposed to my policy of a general 
law against barrooms. Accepting their statement, 
in good taith, as I do, that, while they were opposed 
to a general law, they would be wi.ling to leave the 
— of barrooms or no barrooms to local option, 

set my mind to work to meditate on that 
question, to see how it could be  ac- 
complished ia the simplest way and without ex- 
posing our people to any more elections than they 
are now exposed to. The result of my thought was 
the suggestion of a simple amendment tothe local 
option law, requiring those who yote for the sale 
to vote, at the rame time and on the same ballot, 
for or against barrooms, The suggestion meets with 
the prompt response that agitation is unwise and we 
had better leave things asthey are! I confess ] am 
sadly disappointed that not one of the anti- barroom 
members of the anti-prohibition party has raijlied 
to my modest suggestion, or indicateda desire to 
co-operate with mein trying to amend the -present 
law so as to let the people vote on the question. I 
am disappointed because I have accepted their ut- 
terances on this question heretofore in the most 
perfect good faith, and now I do not hear any repe< 
tition ofthem. I thought I would. I am fearful 
that I was too creqguious at first. 

Is there any unfairness in the bill that I suggest? 
Let us’see. Under it we would count two classes of 
voters as against barrooms, viz: Those who yote 
“acainst the sale’ and those who “for the sale, 
against barrooms.” Now whatcan be fairer! The 
man who votes “against the sale’ is against it in 
any form, and it perfectly fair to count him as 
against the barroom, especially when he expressly 
so understands it when he votes, and the man who 
votes anprensy agaiust barrooms can surely be 
counted asagainst them with perfect fairness; and 
he too will fully understand the eflectof his vote 
when he casts a 

If this suggestion of mine gets no support from 
the anti-prohibition party, is it not manifest that 
tho:e of us who have been thinking and. nursing to 
our bosoms the thought, that there was an anti- 
barroom witg of the anti-prohibition party, have

Judge Tompkins and General Lewis have 
long been warm frie1ds, and when the general 
began looking around for bondsmen Judge 
Tompkins’s name occured tohim. The judge, 
relying upon the social and moral standing, as 
well as-the business career of General Lewis, 
quickly and pleasantly consented to sign the 
paper. 

He signed for $10,000, of course qualifying 
in double the amount. 

Judge Tompkins’s withdrawal from the 
bond was caused by General Lewis’s manage 
ment of the office, or rather by the appoint- 
ments he has been making. 

No one was more astonishe® than Judge 
Tompkins when General Lewis began dis- 
tributiug responsible positions to the negroes. 
At first the judge believed that the general 
would quickly ascertain the error he was 
making, but when he learned that the new 
postmaster for whom he had vouched to the 
government persisted in the work, he decided 
to wipe his hands of the matter. 

So yesterday morniaug he wrote a letter to 
the deportment in Washington withdrawing 
his name from the bond. Then later in the 
day he sent a letter to General Lewis notify~ 
ing him of what he had done. 

Judge Tompkins’s letter was a salty one. 

Not long after the paper went to General 
Lewis it became known, and when the judge 
was asked about it, he said: ° 

“Yos, [have written General Lewis.”’ 

‘And you object to Penny?” 

‘Of course I do.” 

‘And for that reason came off his bond 

“T was ono of General Lewis’s bondsmen 
and, of course, do not object to state just what 
my position is, and what I have done, Prob- 
ably the best method to accomplish this is to 
give you a copy of my letter to General Lewis, 
notifying him of my intention to withdraw 
from his boud. I have also written to the 
postimaster-general, asking to be relieved from 
the bond.”’ 

‘‘You are not acting hastily in withdrawing 


or 


‘from the bond ?’’ 


‘*No, I tried to learn 711 about the facts and 
then to think over them fully before taking 
any steps. The conduct of General Lewis, re- 
duced toits simplest terms, was this: His 
first official actin the exercise of his appoiut- 
ing power under the civil service rules, was to 
select between two applicants for the position 
of clerk in the registry letter department. 
The law is thatfor each clerkship to be filled the 
civil service board shall present three names 
to the postmaster, of those who have passed 
the examination, and the postmaster 
shall select one of these. Only two 
persons had passed the board examina- 
tion, one a white map named Sturgis, by 87} 


_points, and one anegronamed Penny, by 85 


points. It General Lewis was bound by the 
civil service rules, then he was not bound to 


‘make a selection until he had three persons 


presented to him, from whom to choose. In- 
stead of waiting, he seemed swift to make a 
selection of the negro rather than the white 
man, and fora very responsible place in the 
handling of registered letters, and 
where the negro waz thrown into 
personal business contact with a 
young white lady then engaged as a clerk in 
the same department. The white man, Stur- 
gis, may not be competent, but General Lewis 
did not urge that as a reason for rejecting him, 
but says he meant to appoint him to the bet- 
ter position of money order clerk. But this’ 
last appointment was not then before the 
postmaster; Sturgis was not applying for if. 
and if General Lewis felt bound by the civil 
sorvice rules, he should have waited for per- 
sons to have been recommended to him by 
the board for the unoney order place, before 
appointing any one. If, when General Lewis 
appointed Penny, he had only 
two applicants recommended . by 
the board of ciyil service examiners, 
then he was not: acting strictly under civil 
service rules, and he could have deferred ac- 
tion. If he had not been willing to havea 
negro as registry clerk, where only a white 
inan had been before, then lie needed not to 
have appointed the negro, and so could have 
avoided these race issues aud many disquie- 
tudes. His willingness, his readiness, to nake 
this appointment wasa grievous mistake, to 
say the leastofit. A mistake that General 
Lewis would not have committed if he had 
been postmaster in a northern city where race 
distinctions. race prejudices, are just as pro- 
nounced as they are here. And public opinion 
is entitled to as much consideration in Geor- 
gia as It is in Maine.’’ 

‘‘Where is your letter to the general ?”’ 

‘*Here it is.’’ 

And here’s the letter: 

ATLANTA, Ga., Ausust 7, 188°. —‘encral J.P. Lewis, 
Postmaster, Atlanta, Ga,—Dear Sir: 1] signed your 
bond as postimaster tor Atlanta, believing that you 
would recognize iias the actof a man who wisned 
to do what he could te aid the fedcral administra- 
tion in securing an efficient discharge of a most im- 
portant function of government, in a large and 
tlourishsng commercial centre, such as Atlanta is. 
Further than this, I supposed that you would not 
overicok the fact that my signing your bond was also 
the act of one who places the preservation of the 
white man’s supremacy, both north and south, im- 
measurably above all other woridly considcrations; 
and yet who ardently desires to allay strife and bit- 
terness, and the promotion of peace, barmony and 
coneord between all the peoples of all the states. 
For long the southern people have conceived that 
to bea republican meanta desire to humiliate or 
debase the white population in disposing of those 
issues that spring from the relations of the two 
races in the south. 

In hoping that it was your pnrpose so to discharge 
your official duties as to do what you could to dis- 
pel such belief, I have, it appears, been mistaken; 
and lam constrained tosenda letter to the post- 
offiee department, at Washington, signifying my 
wish to be relieved as one of the suret.es on your 


bond as postmaster. Yours trujy, 
HENRY B. TOMPKINS. 


General Lewis was completely knocked out 
when he received the letter, but when quest- 
ioned refused to talk. 

HOW THE BON” IS. 

The bond for the postmaster of Atlanta is 
$100,000, and the bondsmen in siguing must 
qualify to twice the amount. 

So when the bond is accepted by the offi- 
cials at Washington, it must show that the 
signers are worth $200,000. 

Both Judge Tompkins and Mr. Van Winkle 
were on for $10,000. 

By their withdrawal $20,000 is off the bond. 

The bond was $100,000 strong. 

It is now reduced to $80,000, 

General Lewis will soon be asked to 
strengthen that bond, unless the. remaining 
signers qualify equal to the deficiency. 

HOW THE GENERAL TAKES IT. 

General Lewis is a badly haeked man. 

He is thorough!y broken up. 

The comment made by the public and echoed 
by the press has confused him, 4nd the morn- 
ing finds him just as uneasy as the evening. 
Early yesterday morning a gentleman,who has 
had a long servicein the postofiice, called and 
asked the general for a position. The gentle— 
man is Well known in Atlanta, and can pro- 
duce the best letters as to his character. Gen- 
eral Lewis listened patiently to the applicant, 
but nervously answered: 

‘Really, Ll do not know what to do,” he 
said, ‘‘these people aré’very mad. Don’t you 
think so?’’ 

‘Yes, they seem rather angry,’’ was the an- 
swer. 

‘Certainly they do, and why they are mad 
I cannot see. I have simply done my duty, 
and they get angry at me forit. 1 don’t know 
what todo. What shall I do?”’ 

The gentleman oifered no advice. 

“They do me wrong. They do me great in- 
justice. They outrage me and my family. 
But the time will come when these mone 
here will see this thing just as I see it, and 
will concur with me. They will yet indorso 
my conduct. Don’t you think so?” ' 

‘Not by a d——d sight,"’ said the applicant, 
thoroughly aroused. 

And he walked out, leaving the new post-— 
master chewing the ends of his mustache.

outside the office that General Lewis’s trouble 
could have been avoided. 

Those conversant with the workings of the 
office know that it could have been avoided. 

But General Lewis appears to have been 
determined to force this most unpleasant issue 
upon the people of Atlanta. 

He seems to have believed that the people 
would quietly submit to the imposition and 
sustain him indt—placing a black negro where 
he would bein almost constant associatioh with 
the best Anglo Saxon blocd in thesouth. 

But by this time General Lewis Knows 
better. 

He has learned lots in the last few days. 

In trying to justify himself before the people 
for the insult he has thrust upon them, Gen- 
eral Lewis says: 

“I put the colored man where he would 
come in contact with the pablicin no way. 
Where heis he would not have been com- 
pelled to have been with the lady at all.” 

But those who know the work know that 
General Lewis either iguorantly er wilfully 
misrepresents the facts.

Chairman Howell sat at the head ofthe bigtablo 
inthe center of the room, while Mr. Olive, who haa 
been invited to be present, sat near him.

THE CROWD GATHERS. 

It was a perfect night with a cloudless 
moon, and the streets were thronged with 
people. 

Chief Connolly ordered out the day watch 
and called inten or a dozen of the evening 
watch to keep the crowd in order. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock a scaffold 
made of afew pieces of rough scauntling, 
rudely nailed together, was erected near the 
center of Marietta, half way between the old 
capitol and the custom house. 

The people began to collect about the scaf- 
fold, and the street was soon packed witha 


crowd of men and boys who cheered as the 


scaffold was completed. 

About 8 o’clock a dray drove up to the 
scaffold, and two negro men lifted from ita 
box containing a couple of grotesque-looking 

men of straw. 
* They were dressed in black coats and pants, 
with white vests, and one was dubbed General 
Lewis and the other Colonel! Buck. 
THE COMBAT DEEPENS. 

Men with ladies on their arms joined the 
throng, and the sidewalks, fromthe artesian 
well to Fairlie street, were soon packed with 
people. 

All the second-story windows of the old 
capitol, the customhouse and the buildings 
adjoining were full of watchful faces, and on 
the beAms and cross pieces of the scaffolding 
around the customhouse there were hundreds 
of boys perched like Englisiu sparrows. 

Yells, cat calls, whisties and cheers were in- 
dulged in by the boys, but everything was 
done in a jolly, good-humored way, and there 
was no quarreling, and not a single fight. 

The crowd grew bigger every moment until 
between five and six thousand people of all 
ages, sexes, colors and previous conditions 
ebbed and flowed along Broad and Marietta 
streets. 

Those who had charge of the burning waited 
afew minutes for the band, but the crowd 
grew impatient and kept yelling, “Hang 
them! hang them!” 

The boys wanted to sea the fun, 
were too eager to wait Isng. 

The grown men and the ladies looked on 
and laughed and chatted while the crowd 
jambed around the scaffold. 

THE TORCH APPLIED. 

A stalwart negro brought in a three-gallon 
can of kerosenc, and while he was saturating 
the straw men an old farmer came driving 
aiong Marietta street. 

_ He had a wagonload of peaches, and he had 
started to a wagonyard. 

He turned neither to the right nor to the 
left, but kept right on through the crowd. 

He reached the upper end with his horse 
and wagon, but there was-not a stngle peach 
left when he passed the last straggler. 

The straw men had pieces of wire rope 
around their necks, and they were lifted out 
of the box and the wires tied around the cross- 
bar of the scaffold. 

The negro men helped to swing them np, 
and they were soon dangling in the breeze 
with the moon shining down on their grotesque 
features. 

“Stick itto ’em?” yelled somebody. 

A wisp of straw biazed up and by the time 
the flames touched the imitation Colonel 
Buck it flared up illuminating the sen of faces 
that were turned upward to watch the suac- 
rifice. 

Then the torch was applied to the effigy of 
Postmaster Lewis, and it burned as rapidly as 
the first. 

The police had been busy keeping the crowd 
back, up tothis time, but the heat of the 
flames relieved the officers, and men and 
boys went staggering backward towards the 
sidewalks, while cheer after cheer went up 
from the multitude. 

TO THE TUNE OF DIXIE. 

Just as the flames were raging their fiercest 
around the doomed effigies, @ band came 
marching up the street, and as they crossed 
Broad screet the boys halted and began to play. 

The tune that they played was ‘‘Dixie.’’ 

Then the crowd cheered to the echo. 

For some minutes the yells were deafening. 
A street car came rushing down Marietta 
street. Several had passed through the crowd 
before and had been grectea with cheers. But 
this one failed to pass. The crowd gathered 
around the scaffold and crowded around the 
band. The flames shot upward as the wind 
swayed the burning figures to and fro, and the 
music was drowned in the yells of the crowd. 

Hats went into the air, huzzas went up, and 
the boys up in the scaffolding and windows 
whistled like jay birds gone mad. 

3 THE ROGUE’S MARCH. 

The straw men were of material too frail to 
last long, and the flames began to die ont. 
Somebody called fora speech, but there was 
nobody who felt like speaking. | 

Thosewho were not yelling were either 
fJaughing or simply looking on. 

One man flourished astick, and somebody 
said ‘hit him ;’ but nobody knew who the party 
was that neded hitting, and the man with the 
stick disappeared.

This diverted the attention of the crowd, and 
about a thousand people crowded around the 
spot where the army was going through its de- 
votional exercises. 

It has been a long time since the army wa3 
complimented with such an audience. It will 
be a long time before they draw as big a house 
again. 

SERENADING MR. LYONS. 

The band, followed by a host of people, 
marched around and serenaded Mr. Lyons, 
at his residence corner of Fairlie and Poplar. 

Several airs were played aud the crowd gave 
him three cheers and a tiger. 

Mr. Lyons came out and said a few pleasant 
words, and quite anumber of people went up 
and congratulated him and Miss Lyons, on the 
course they had pursued in the matter. 

The band also serenaded ex-Postmaster 
Renfroe. 

Then the band marched back up town, 
the crowd dispersed; and by half-past nine 
o'clock the streets were as quiet as they are on 
any midsummer night in the year. 

The crowd was remarkably good-natured 
throughout the entire proceedings. Nobody 
was drunk, and the police had nothing to do 
but to keep the crowd off the street cas tracks 
when the cars were trying to pass. 

There was not an inflammatory spocch 
or suggestion, but all that was done 
was done in a merry way, and a 
stranger not conversaut with the facts, 
would have thought it a sort of street jubilce 
rather than an indignation meeting. 

Those who conceived the idea of burning the 
objects of their indignation in efiigy,went about 
it coolly and daliberateiy. They carried the 
project outin amanner singularly free from 
any undignified, brawling or incendiary con- 
duct. 

During the burning, the postoffico was 
lighted up, but the rooms were deserted. The 
enipleyes who had not gone home were specta- 
tors of the unusual scene that was enacted in 
front of the building. 
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TRYING TOSTOP THE FIREWORKS. 

Two attempts were made to stop the effigy- 
burning. 

Tn the early twilight prominent republicans 
called at the mayor's office to appeal to him 
but Mr. Hemphill was at Salt Springs. 

Then the delegation, headed by Hon. J. 
Norcross, called upon Governor Gerdon at the 
mansion and requested him to interfere and 
prevent the burning. Governor Gordon re- 
ferred the delegation to Chief Connolly, but 
the bead of the police department was upon 
the scene commanding his men and preservirg 
the peuoe. 

So the appeals were in vain.

Mr. Huff, Mr. - Sivamons and Other Gentlemen . 


Talk Upon Matters of Very General Interest— 
What they Said. 


Yesterday was another W. and A. day. 

The bill wastaken up immediately after the 
reading of the journal. 

The galleries were well filled, and nobody 
went away from them disappointed. 

The first speech was made by Mr. Huff. of 
Bibb. He had commenced his speech Wednes- 
day, and concluded it yesterday. 

“MR. HUFF, OF BIBB. 

“It is impossible to discnuseg this lease bill intelti- 
gently,” said he, “unless we have a thoreugh 
knowledge of the oricinal lesse act and cont:act, 
We mar skirmis here as much as we please about 
it, and make glory—some of us—at the expense of 
thé state by eloquent speeches, but whea it comes 
down to ultimate and final busigess action we have 
got to talk lease act and contract, How many 
members of this house have read—quietly and 
thougbtfully—that lease, the coutract, and the 
bond? I confess that I had never done so until 
after that first letter of Governor Brown's, and no- 
body in Georgia was more indignant thanI when 
that letter appeared. Iwas not iu a position to 
vote inteiligently onthe bill, and in exactly the 
same position were many others of thelegislature. 

I bave noticed particolarly, Mr. Chairman, how 
irreconcilably the lawyers ci the house differ on 
this quesiion. There isan issue, and I am not try- 
ing to escape that issue when I vole for the Rankin 
amendment, 

[ say that the state of Georgia hers 
dcalt unreasonably with these lessees, and tbe his- 
tory of the advances made for a conferende and the 
silence and contempt in which those advances 
were received, is an emphatic eorroboration of that 
stutement, 

In Governor Gordon’s message to the legislature, 
July 7th, 1887, there occurs this single reference to 
the Western and Atlantic road—‘‘The lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad will not expire be- 
fore the meeting of the next legislature, in Novem- 
ber, 1883. It will expire, however, so soon there- 
after that a very short time will be allowed for di> 
citssing planus for future disposition of this most im 
portant property ofthe state; or for advertising for 
propositions, or for selecting proper lessees, 
should the legislature decide upon an- 

other lease. It seems to. me, herefore, 
‘in every point of view, essential that the gencral 
assembly, at the present sittins, give to this grave 
matter the fullest and most earnest consideration.” 

Now, on the very next day this printed reply of 
Governor Brown’s was before the legislature, ad- 
dressed to the governor. Within twenty-four hours! 
There are not enough typewriters and printers on 
earth to do that work in the time they had, but at 
any rate the answer was ready uext day.”’ 

Mr. Huff read a numberof extracts fron Goryernor 
Brown’s letter-—-the first one on bettermeunts, 

‘That letter,”’ concluded Mr. Huff,” is a request 
for a conference. 

After waiting some time for a reply from the gov- 
ernor, Mr, Brown wroie another letter to the people 
of Georgia. It was first pubiished in THE Constitvs 
TION, ‘Aside from the contract and lease act,’ says 
the letter, ‘the commissioner: appointed to make 
out the inventory and schedule of the road in 1872, 
in their report, used the following flanguage: ‘The 
lessees should return to the state atthe expiration 
of their lease, 138 miles of main track laid with iron 
rail ‘*T” pattern, * * Reduced in weight by wear 
from the general standard of eiglity-eight tons to 
not less than seventy-five tons per mile on an 
average.’ * * * That is what the state has con- 


} tracted for, and all she is entitled to demand. 
a ee 


Iam simply calling the attention of the 
people of Georgia to the condition in which the 
road now is, and the condition in whieh it isour 
right toreturn it tbree vears hence, at the end of 
the lease; and I have suggested that I thought it 
would be to the interest of b th parties to make 
:ome equitable arrangement by which, instead of 
retOrning the road in the wretched condition in 
which we received it, the state would agree to pay 
reasonably foritsimproved condition and receive 
it back in the condition it now is.” 

“Now? I don’t see how any lawyer or business 
man in this house can join in this hue and cry 
about the Louisville and Nashville wanting hetter- 
ment. Idon'tunderstand that. The president of 
the road, and of the lease conipany, states distinctly 
that they have no claim for betterments, 

In Governor Gordon’s message to this legis!attrre, 
November 7, 1888, he refers again. and this time at 
some length, of the necessity for legislative action 
in regard to the road. ‘Shail anything,’ asks the 
governor, ‘be allowed the present lessees for better- 
ments? * * TI respecttully recommend, if the 
Western and Atlantic road is leased, that the 
lease stiall for a long term of years, and that 
it shall be offered for lease unencumbered with suy 
claimsofauy kind. That recommendation comes 
from the governor of the state,a man well prsted 
in such matters. He thinks it should be oflered 
unencumbered with any claims ofany kind. 

There are members or this house—and therein 
lies a Cungerto the state—whocome here tied hand 
and foot by promises made at home. Now,I ask 
you geaslemen thatcome here instructed, who is 
bettor qualified to vote on this question, you or 
your constituents? Bome gentlemen are pledged 
not only against betterments, but againsta settle- 
ment of any sort. How many of those con- 
stituents do you _ believe ever read the 
lease actand the contract. I am giad that the Bibb 
county deiegation came here nninstructed. 

In a short while after the goverior’s message to 
the legislature of ’88, Governor Brown addresscda 
letter'o the generai assembly. He had never re- 
ceived an answer of any sort to his first letter. This 
Jetter of Governor Brown’s to the legislature is 
dated Noveiiber 28,1888. The lessees claim th..t 
they bavearightto s and upon the contract made 
between the staie and our company at the time of 
the original lease,and to return the roadin the 
same condition we received if. It is true we ceuld 
not afford to run the road down to as low a 
condition as it was when we received if, 
and still run safely, but we could runit Gown much 
below whatitnowis. * * * i am aware thatthere 
is no provision in the act of the legislature or in 
the eoutract providing for bettermeuts, Lut there is 
a provision that we are bound only to return the 
road in as good condition as we receivedit, * * # 
We want no litigation with the state of Georgia. 
* * * This makes an issue that must be adiudi- 
cated by some tribunal, or decided Ly some com- 
petent authority. It is popniar amongst the oppo- 
sition lawvers to scoffat the idca of a settiement. 
I respectfully submt that alawyershonid scoff at 
no such thing unless hels a thoronghly posted rails 
road man as well as a good lawyer. My 
friend from Monroe (Mr. Berner) isa good lawyer, 
as is also my friend from DeKalb (Mr. Candler), but 
they don’t know anything about railroads. 

There are many admirable features in section 3 
of that original lease act. Joe Brown wrote 
itto go into office under. It isn’t for us to 
say what the present lessees will or will 
not do under the provisions of the act. It says 
that in case the road and.its rolling stock and ap-< 
purtenances are not returned at the expiration or 
torfeiture of the lease in as good condition as when 
received, the company and their securities on their 
raid bond ~~ shall be liable to make 
good the difference to the state. What lawyer that 
scoiis at a settiement—what Jawyer will presume to 
eny what the lessees are going todo? The lessees 
are asking foracouference. Their claims may be 
rigit or wrong, but what objection caa there be to 
hearing them? I insist just here that nobody is 
claiming betterments—that’s a bad word, anyhow— 
and I protest against the besinirching of this argn- 
ment with that pretense of the other side. Itisa 
mere pretext to popularize their position. The 
Louisville and Nashville can’t claim betterments, 
The Louisville and Nashville never issued au order 
on the Western and Atlautic line, and have nothing 
to do with the management. Joe Brown is the 
president ofthat road. Mr. Stahlman ciaims noth- 
ing, and is only here as the agent or assistant of 
Governor Brown, 

The Louisville and Nashville are not raiders 
onthe treasury. Their 6,000 miles of western 
road is an immense feeder to the Western and 
Atlantic—a feeder and not a raider. Every 
lawyer that has spoken, except Mr. Hill, of 
Meriwether, bas admitted that there were differ~ 
énces and if the difference was only $1.25 they 
would need a conference to ascttle it. There 
is, I am informed by one of the ablest lawyers 
in Georgia, a legal claim for $7,000 on the 
simple item of the carshed In Atlanta. Besides six 
other claims of a similar nature, there is the rail~ 
road coimmission. It was not anticipated at the 
time of the lease, and has cut down the earnings of 
the road, Then there was the charter granted the 
East Tennessee road, If Governor Brown aided in 
securing that charter, he did it as an individual 
and not as president of the Western and Atlantic. 
His personal action cannot weaken the cause and 
claim of bis road. I am reminded just here that 
the legislature refnsed to extend the Marietta end 
Noith Georgia road from Marietta to Atlanta on the 
ground that it would cripple the Western and 
Atlantic. “How can you charter the East 
Tennessee, and then refuse to extend the Marietta 
and North Georgia on the ground that it would 


compete with the Western and Atiantic. 

As I stated before, Mr. Chairman, the danger is 
in that a large number of the members of this body 
came instructed against betterments and against 
arbitration, Others are urged to protect their in- 
terests at home by voting against a settlement of 
any sort. Political aspirations weigh heavy on one 
side ofthis question. Now, I ask, how can we 
settle a plain, business propsition in an honest, 
businesslike manner, unless we lay all that side? 
How inthe name of Heaven and common sense 
are we to do justice to the state, or 
to the lessees, or to ourselves? We have heard 
every boty, from Joe Brown up and from Joe Brown 
down, and we ought to know how to vote, and dare 
to bn se convictions. veh si sea eal

What is the matter with the Georgia Icgislature 
that they can’t confer with Joe Brown or anybody 
eles? It costs on an average of $110,000 a year to 
keep the road in its present condition. The road 
eau b2 run from now until December; 1899, at prac- 
tically no expense. This can be done, as a matter 
of fact, and leave the road in the condition called 
for by the céntract. In other words the lessees 
can’t save themselves $1€0,C00 by allowing the road 
to run down. Rut while it will cost only $160,000 
to keep the roed in condition if the work is kept up 
with, it will cost much more than _ that 
to repair the road if it is allowed to 
run down.

J belleve they. will settleona 
reasonable basis, and certainly the road in its 
present condition would lease for twenty per cent 
more than it would if alowed to go withoutrepairs 
from now untilthe expiration of the Icase. How 
much better it would be if we could clear up this 
whole matter, offering the road as it stands today— 
not with 700 cars, but 1,400; with fifty-five engins 
instead of forty-four. I am to!d by one of the abtest 
railroad menin southwest Georgia that the road is 
noteven now fully equipped. There shou'd be 2,000 
cars instead of the total of 1,400, and 65 eng’ hes in- 
stead of 55. 1 believe that money spent to complete 
the equipment now will be money invested at 5J 
per cent interest. Give the road to the lessees, as 
the governor asked for, clean. unimbarrassed and 
cleared of all disputed titles. Bidders must know 
that you've got to lease. Business men don’trun 
railroads on sentiment. They don’t care who’s go- 
ing to be solicitor or judge in some Georgia district. 
They want to know what you've got to lease. 

This pfoposition to domand the road in as good 
condition. as} it happens to be in 1889. ignoring the 
original lease act and contract is as 
unreasonable a proposition as ever came 
from business men. ‘‘Natural were and tear ex- 
cepted.’ There was an ediiorial in THE ConsTiITU- 
TION this 1norning tare on that exception that 
should be read carefully by every member of the 
legislature. What does the phrase mean? It is 
pregnant of litizatlon. Ths law governing land- 
lord and tenantis most complete in itsnature. In 
a lawsuit it cost me just $11,000 once to learn that 
te best lawyera in Georgia differ widely about it. 
Right here I might admit that my views on this ques- 
tion have changed materially. The man that never 
changes isa bigzer fool than the fellow that chances 
every morning before breakfast. 

I make th's as my last appeal. Put Joe Brown 
and Mr. Stablman in the background. We don’t 
know them. Then confer with the .essees in a 
businessl:ke way, Let me deprecate any attempt 
to cut off this discussion, and, after a full, free dGe- 
bate, appoint a committee of both houses to confer 
with these lessees, Hold the conference publicly. 
Let the lessees point out whom they want us to 
meet. Don't try to bulldoze. If you will havea 
lawsuit, then gather up your lawyers and go at it 
right. 

MR. SIMMONS, OF SUMTER, 
followed in an eloquent speech advocating the 
Rankin amendment. 

“Foreooth,’”’ said he, “the other day I expressed 
my conscieniious convictions on the question at 
issue, My friend, the gentleman from DeKalb. 
says that Ihave. dug my politicai grave. Now he 
consigns me With parliamentary politeness to the 
tomb, Skakspeare speaksof grave diggers whist- 
ling, and a man who whistles is always good- 
humored. It seemstome that two years ago his 
mind was running on graves when he introduced 
his cemetery billtoturn over the unclaimed dead 
bodies of the poor people for the use of medical stu- 
depts. I opposed my distinguished friend then, and 
did not vote for his bill. Welldo I remember with 
artistic skill then he dwelt with the 
rights of the grave. Now I {proclaim him 
the champiou political grave-digsyer of Georgia. 
With his keen wit he gets the subject, with his sar- 
castic tongue he cuts the hole, and with his grace- 
jul gesture he lays them beneath the unwelcomed 
sod. Another time I disagreed with him, when he 
introduced the famous resolution known as the 
Candler resolution. I opposed it, first, because we 
already had a report made-by Mr, Walls, of Stewart 
a compliment to that gentieman’s industry and 
skill. Secondly, beeaus I thougnt the les:ces had 
some rights; and the gentleman uow says they have 
rights. But how about your resolntion? Are you 
not ashamed of under- 
stand you to 1 were 
ashamed of the report? report 
not only recognizes the rights of the lessees, but 
recommends betterments, Lam net ia favor of 
bettermentsand I never willbe. But I am in favor 
of asestiement beiore we lease the road. How can 
we tell what we are go to lease? Is there a man on 
the floor of this house that can tell what is to be 
leased? Take your buggy illustration, You say it 
is your buggy and rou can sell or rent as you please, 
and don’t want anybody’s consent. Not analogous. 
Bat just _ somebody in your buggy under a former 
hire, and heisridinginit. You propose to hire or 
lease again. ‘Weil,’ says the man, ‘some of the 
wheels on this bugzy are mine.’ ‘Yes,’ you say, 
‘but I am going to leave and defy you. Tam not to 
be dictated to by you.’ But do you think you could 
have a man to hire until you settled with ycur ten- 
ant? Whereisthe man who wants to ride ina two 
or three-wheeled buggy and wantsto hire oue? If 
the other fellow has paid you and been a good ten- 
antdon’t you think you ought to talk with him? 
Are you afraid totalx with him, for tear somebody 
will say that you are in favor of beiterments 
Joe Brown in his letter don’t ask for be!terments. 
Who raises the cry of betterments? I hear it from 
the opposition. Thee are no bettermentsin the 
Ranking resolution, All it seeks is tofind out what 
we are coing tojlease. Did it ever occur to you, Mr. 
Chairman, how many prospective governors and 
congressmen in Georgia are riding the pack mule 
called betterments? They hang ail over his body 
and are trying toride. It is the politician’s whoop 
and war cry. They say they are taking care of 
the désr people. Well, now, did it ever occur 
to you that those dearlovers of the people some- 
times try to promote for theinsclves by appealing to 
the passions and prejudices of the people? This 
question is simply between the rights of the lesseeson 
one side a’. d the appeals ofthe politician on the other 
to popular prejudicces, Iam not atraid to say to my 
people that i: weowe the lessees anything let us 
pay them;if we don’t, let usconfer with them and 
Mid out what is their’s and whaf is the proper.y of 
the state. ® 

I make.as a part of my argument the editorial in 
this morniug’s CONSTITUTION On this question, Itis 
the question, sensible, plain and noble, 

Now read it. It portrays the situation, Who 
wantsa lawsuit? The genticman from Monroe says 
there will be no lawsuit, and he is not afraid of one. 
Did you ever see a lawyer that was afraid of one? 
They live by them. Beware of litigations. If we 
can settic this matter let us do so, ortry. Tejl me 
the les @. wantto litizate. Why won’t they, when 
we even refuse to conter with them? Are we afraid 
to go as commitice from this house and talk with 
them, for fear somebody will charge you with being 
in favor of bettermeuts? What are yon afraid of? 
Did not your constitnents have faith by your elec- 
tions? Ab, what will they say two 
years from now when the whole thing 
is in litigation? Beware of their righteous scorn, 
Would you fail totalk toa good aud faithful ten- 
ant who has always paid his rent? This isa simple 
business tfansaction. There is no sentiment in it. 
It is business, and when vou go to lease you will 
have to deal with business men. When they inve-t 
money they want revenue, Let us settle this mat- 
ter, I beg, I pray you, ard get it out of poltics. You 
are to make a record for filty-years, possibly. Don’t 
let yourchildren laugh.at your errors, clear the 
road of every cloud and startanew. Keep it out of 
the courts; Find the truth and ownuptoit. Do 
your duty and your people will applaud. 

MR. WEST, OF HABERSHAM, 
Spoke for about twenty minutes in favor of 
the Kankin amendment. It was an able, logi- 


cal speech. 

“ITcame to the legisiature,’’ said he, “without 
instructions on this question, I have followed my 
honest and careful convictions and my position is 
simply this—if weowe the lessees anything, pay 
them every cent ot it. If we don’t owethem any- 
thing, then gointo the courts of Tenne:sce, or 
anywhere else, before you pay one cent. 

Itake itasa seif evident proposition, one easily 
demonstrated, that before we can geta fair bid for 
the road we must show a clean cut title toa definite 
lot of property. We can’t do this without taking as 
au basis the contract and original lease act, for they 
are the law in this case, 

The lessees bare fulfilled their contract in every 
particular, and so long as they coutinue to do so, 
the state is powerless to interfere. We can prevent 
their removing fixtures, but can’t prevent their 
deteriorating theroad. The present lease act cx~ 
pires at the busiest season of the year, and at a 
time when it is especially important, therefore, 
that everything be in definite business shape. 
We must, in order to-get a fair bid, 
determine exactly the number of 
cars and engines, and the condition of the road bed, 
To pass the bill as it stands is to put the state in an 
extremely doubtful position. Cad the state Jegaliy 
maintain herself in that position? it may be neces. 
sary to spend money in order to lease the road to 
the best adyantage, but our first erp! is to lease the 
‘road to the best advantage, and if it does become 
necessary to spend money, spend it. 

Is it better, I submit, to go to your tenant now and 
talk face to face, or to turn your back when he asks 
fora conference, This is a conference pro — 
not an arbitration. The committee report back to 
you, and until such a committee does consult with 
the lessees and report back to us, we are in no con- 
dition to perfect a lease act. Iam in favor of this 
Rankin amendment.and shall vote for it. Let us 
have a committee and consult freely and fully with 


amcnament. 

“Now, Mr. Chairman,” said he, ‘what right have 
the lessees to demand that before the state leases fts 
own property their claims shall be sa’‘isfied? That 
is the summa and substance of thatamendment. What 
right have the lessees to say tothe state, ‘You 
Shall, by arbitration or otherwise, deter< 
mine my claims before you auy further in this 
mniter? Georgia is ateotately asked to bow her- 
Self to the lessees, ‘you make overtures to me,’ they 
say, ‘I’m the biggest crowd.’ The lessees have 
property they want to seil, and are tryiug to force 
the state to purchase it. I asked a prominent 
farmer in this house yesterday what he thought 
about betterments. ‘They’vre pdt the improve- 
ment®there,’ said he, ‘for their own n and 

rofit, and aid itall, knowing they had no claim’ 

am wiiling to do whatis right by the lessees. 

amin fayor of paylng certain betterments under 
certain conditions, but lam not willing to pay what 
and when the lessees see fit to demand. Thisamend- 
ment isa scheme to grin time. Notice ge cron 
that if :he road is uot leased bythe 1éth of Septem- 
ber, then we are to lease without any guaranty, 
Whatever. Why should we meetthe lessees, if at 
all, before we perfect the lease bill. Georgia, it 
seems to me, will be side-tracked if this thing goes 
on. It is our business tosee that nothing of this 
sort isdone, This legislature isn’t a lot of trade 
fix tores, 

“While I am willing .to do what fs right by the 
lessees, 1 do notthink ft right for them toask us 
to make propositions for settlement. Why don’t 
they make propositions to us? We await their 
pleasure, and wii! do what ts right.” 

MR. M DONALD, OF WARE, 
spoke briefly and tothe po-nt in favor of the Ran- 
kin amendment. 

Mr. Sta::lman, the vice-president of the Louisville 
and Nashville, sard he, “appeared before the Wes'- 
erbaud Atiantie commiltee a ‘ew davssince. He 
Stated that be thought it y;robable a_ settles 
ment could be made with t'ic presen’ 1] -ssec- 
and the road turned back to ti: tate by the first of 
Ovtcber, This means that we may be able to lease 
the road in its present condition, and without a law 
su.t. Itbink thati’ we ean settle the matter amica- 
bly itis to ourin erest to do so. Let us meet and con- 
fer, and Jearn their terms. I’m not one of thore 
that say ‘it’s.all ours, rightor wrong.’ Iam willing 
to make an open, manly, business-like attempt to 
settie, I shail yote tor the Rankin amendmens, I 
believe that itis the state’s best policy. They are 
willing to meet usin a spirit of peace and fairnes-, 
and it is our duty to meet them. 

Joe Brown, Mr. Sncaker, was the first man that 
ever made the State road pay a nickel’s income to 
the state. That was when he Was gorernor of the 
state. Ifhe hus made millions out of the State road 
he has madeit hones iy, andin making it he bas 
dealt fairly by the state.” 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, asked permi-sion of 
the speaker to introduce a resolution, and the floor 
was vielded for that purpose. 

_ THE FLEMING RESOLUTION 

provides “that a jomt committee shall be ap~< 
pointed, consisting of three from the house and 
two from the senate, to confer with the lessees of 
the Western and Atlantic upon the equities claimed 
by them, and to receive from said lessecs any prop- 
ositior.s relating thereto that they may desire to 
submit, and that said committce shall report such 
matters | ack to the general assembly at the earliest 
practicable day.” 

Mr. McDonald closed his talk with a few remarks 
in warm support of the resolution. 

MR. JOHNSON CF CAMPBELL, 
obtained the floor, yielding it immediately to make 
way fora motion to dissolve the committee of the 
whole. 

He has the floor immediately after the Fleming 
resolution is disposed of this morning. 

The resolution isin hne wih the Rankin amend. 
meut, and its tate this morning is the very probable 
fate of the amendment. Inan indirect wny, aside ' 
from its direct importance, it is the most decisive 
siep taken in this Western and Atlantic discussion 


MR. FLEMING’S VIEWS. 


Mr. Flieming’s resolutions created a good 
deal of talk about the house. 

“My purpose in offering the reso'ution,’’ said Mr. 
Fleming toa CONSTITUTION reporter ‘‘was not to sus- 
pend our action in the lease bill until the committee 
should report, but to proceed at once in commiitee 
of the whole to perfect the bill strictly om the iine 
of the substitute pow pending without walting for 
the report of such new committee. We cou!d then 
say tothe lessees: ‘‘We are very well satistied with 
our bill. Thatisthe way we aré going to mapage 
this Lu.iness. Now, if you haveany proposition to 
make that will be more advantageousto ihe state 
let us have itrightnow.’’ If we think proper to do 
so we can alter the bill before taking. a finai vote in 
the house. I wish toadd further that my resolu- 
tion originated with myself and ‘ot with the Louis« 
ville and Nashville people, Nuta word of it was 
suggested or intimated by any oneelse. AsI un- 
derstand it they desire the adoption of the Rankin 
amendment to which I am directiy opposed.”’ 

‘‘My views,’’ “are expressed in an interview 
which I had with a Chronicle reporter last Sat- 
urday when I was in Augusta, and which ap- 
peared in the Chronicle of Sunday, Here is an ex~ 
tract from that.’’ 

In this extract, Mr. Fleming says, in talking of 
the work of the legislature and the Western and 
Atlantic railroad lease question: 

‘Allaitempts atasale have been abandoned in 
obedience to an overwhelming vote, and the adyo- 
cates ofthe sale are now patriotically striving to 
make a lease that will protect the interests of the 
state and preserve its honor. 

“On the one hand it seems pretty woll agrecd that 
the lessees aie entitled toall surplus rolling stock 
over and above that received from the state. No 
one has contested that point so far except Mr. Hill, 
of Meriwether county, @ grand-son ofthe late 
Judge Hiram Warner, anda yery forcible speakcr. 
He now has the floor, but Ithink the judgment of 
the house is against him, 

“On the other hand, it appears very clear thatthe 
honse does not intend to accept the doctrine of bet- 
terments as formerly claimed by the lessees. There 
may be some division on this point, but Ithink the 
large majority opposo the allowing of betterments, 

‘But midway between these extremes is some de- 
batable ground. The lesseesnare obliged to return 
the road in as good condition as when they received 
it. Now, itis-a fact denied by no one, that the road 
is today in a far better condition than when first 
leased. And, while the state will not allow the 
lessees anything for betiterments, the lIcssees can 
allow the road to run down by simply not spending 
money to keep it in repair. Of course iu self- 
protection they must keep it above what we might 
call the danger line. A slight damxge or deteriora- 
tion which could be meuded or cured now, for say 
$100, might, at the beginning of the new 
lease, require $500 or $1,000. On the line that pre- 
vention is better than cure, the practical business 
question arises: Would it not be better for 
the state, could she not secure a higher bid for the 
new lease, if she would enter into. a contract, tor a 
proper consideration, with the present lessees to 
keop th@road in its present finecondition? In this 
juncture of affairs, it would look as if the lossees 
rather had the advantage of position, but when we 
reflect thatif they try to run the road down they 
incur the risk of accidents and consequent heavy 
damage suits, and thatin noevent can they get a 
dollar out fora dollar put in, it is clear that the 
state has noslight hold on them. It is claimed 
that by a fairand business-like concession by both 
pariies money could really be saved to both parties, 
If so, the legislature would be acting with very 
little wisdom ifthey refuse to save money to the 
state merely because in doing so they allow the 
idésees also tosave money. Spite is poor capital for 
either side to trade on. But perhaps the most de- 
cided benefit: that the state would receive 
from such a contract would be that she could then 
say with definite certainty exactly what she pro- 
posed to lease and thus remove the confusion and 
doubt upon that point which is the great and per- 
hapg.the only defect in the present lease !ill. This 
gives you, I think, the present status of that ques. 
tion. It is a delicate one as you see, and may 


never receive a proper solution. The lessees may 
demand too much and the state may offer too little. 
Auother thing you may accept as certain, 1 think, 
and that is that the legislature will never submit to 
arbitration any principle involved in this question. 
Committees may be appointed to confer and to as- 
certain facts, but the application of those facts wil! 
not be delecated to any other power. That is one 
of the very things we were sent there to do.”

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Atocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange 

NEW YORK, August 8.—The stock market today, 
while at f.rst exhibiting a feverish and weak tone, 
recovered later, aud movin up rapidly scored ma- 
terial gains over last damon} 8 prices throughout 
the entire list. The action of the directors of the 
Bank of England in raising their rates of discount, 
togetLer with the reports of defalcations both here 
aud in the west, gavethe bears the opportunity to 
weaken the list at the start, which was a'ded also by 
lower figures from the L: yndon market. The decline 
went no further than 4% to5g,as the buying de- 
mand was met, which was shown immediately in 
improving the tendency in prices during 
the eariy dealings. Other news of the day was 
generaily of a favorable nature, and the insiders 
coming tothe support of their favorites a strong tone 
was soon developed, which recovered the losses of 
the opening before noon. The specia!ties, as usual

The Queer Find of a Deputy Marshal—He Follows 
a Moonshiner Through a Water Fall and Then 
Makes a Capture, 


Deputy Marshal W. N. McDonald came to 
Atlanta yesterday bringing Tom Sosbee, & 
noted illicit whisky stiller, whom he captured 
last Wednesday in Habersham county, after a 
long chase. — 

Two months ago McDonald learned that 
Sosbee was running a still, but every effort to 
learn its location was fruitless. He must, 
however, have been very near discovering the 
right spot, because Sosbee a month 
ago «moved to another part of 
Habersham county, McDonald moved 
after him, but until) Wednesday morning 
he could discover nothing. He was then given 
a slip of paper on which several lines were 
marked and toid thatif he could find roads 
coftesponding to the lines he would come to 
the still. 

After a careful study “of the county map 
he found some roads leading from a church 
which seemed to correspond with the lines 
traced on the paper he had been given. He 
followed these roads, and Wednesday morning 
he found himself immediately in front ofa 
waterfall which dashed over the cliff at the 
roadside and formed a brook, over which a 
bridge was built. 

Thinking he had again taken a fruitless 
journey, he sat down behind a tree to rest. 
The sun had been up an hour when 
he saw Sosbee coming down 
the road toward him. When he reached the 
water fall he looked about, and sesing no one 
plunged through the water apparently into 
tlie side of the rock. 

McDonald realized that he had run his 
game to earth, and alter giving Sosbee time 
to get well at work, he too plunged through 
the water fall. He found himselfin a care- 
fully hollowed cavein which was ovéry con- 
veeience for making whisky. 

Sosbee made very little resistance, and after 
he was handcuffed McDonald took account of 
stock.

PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 


Some Interesting Figures About the Rela- 
tions of the Two Kinds.

In 
18°5 the private schools numbered one hundred and 
fifly-iwo, as far as could be ascertained. 

Last year the school commissioners made extra 
efforis to obtain correct reporis of the private jnstie 
tutions. They learned that tiere are now in Georgia 
two hundred and ninety-five private schools, and 


of these five are devoted to the education of colored.

ONE MAN'S SUFFERING, 


The Petition of a Confederate Soldier Tell- 
ing of His Experiences. 


Captain W. H. Harrison yesterday received 


| a petition for a pension from Lorenzo D. Belisle, 


which measured seven and a half feet in length. 

Belisie told the story of his war experiences, and 
the hardships through whicb he was obliged to 
pass which would seem sufficient to entitle him to 
the entire pension fund. 

Wien only sixteen years old he enlisted in 1561 
in the first regiment of Georgia voluiiteers. During 
the Virginia campaign he was forced at one time 
to pass six days and nights without food; this 
bardship and exposure brought on typhoid pner- 
monia, which nearly caused his death. Asscou as 
be recovered he took part in the Bath 
and Pomeroy expedition and remain- 
ed two days and one night withou 
shelter in a hard snowstorm. He was agaiu pros- 
trated with pucumonia,a:d this time the attack 
was so violent that he was obliged to leave the 
army, Several times he tried to re-enlist, but the 
condition of his lungs was so bad that no doctor 
would pass him. 

In November, 1562.he raised a company which 

was attached to the Sixty-sixth Georgia regiment. 
He served with his company until 1854, when one 
day he engaged in a charge on Peachtree creek, four 
miles from Atlanta. While leading his mena piece 
of shell struck bis arm, shattcring the bone. Still 
he refused to surrender, but Ied his men untila 
minie ball struck the handle of his pistol which 

rotruded from his holster and passed into his 
ody. He was so mutilated that he has never re- 
coveredzand cons‘antly suffers intense agony.1 

Captain Harrison says that Belisie will get a pen- 
sion, but it is totally inadequat e to his sufferings,
